REMARKS 

The present Office Action stated that Applicant's election of Fig. 10 and claims 1, 2, 4-11, 
13-18 and 20 was not properly responsive with the restriction requirement of the previous Office 
Action in that none of the elected independent claims read on the elected Fig. 10. According to the 
Office Action, each independent claim requires a recess and in the disclosure the only recess is 
found when referring to Fig. 9. The Office Action further stated that the scoring unit of Fig. 10 is 
defined in the disclosure as supported on the pedestal and not as attached to the table. 

While Applicants still disagree with the postion taken by the Examiner, Applicants have, 
nevertheless, amended independent claims 1, 8 and 15 and respectfully request examination of this 
case on its merits. 

With this reply, Applicants again hereby confirm the election of the species of Fig. 10, with 
traverse. Applicants again submit that amended claims 1, 8 and 15 read on the embodiment of
